Smallest of Craft in Race to 
Spain for Queen Vic- 
toria’s Cup Breaks Away 
From Tow.

Lambert Reports Elena 
Eight Miles Astern of His 
Atlantic—Zodiac Is Be- 
calmed.

NEW YORK, July  10.~The 
Rofa, smallest of four yachts that 
started on June 30 from Ambrose 
lightship for Santander, Spain, in 
the race for the Queen Victoria 
cup, has been lost at sea. Her 
crew, including Mrs. William Roos 
of Pelham Manor, N. Y., wife of 
the captain and owner, were pick- 
ed up by the Anglo-American Oil 
Co. steamer Tuscarora, which 
docked at the Standard Oil pier in 
Bayonne, N. J. today. 

Yacht Broke Away From Tow. 

A message received by the New 
York Times from Roos and Capt. 
Hart of the Tuscarora said: 

*"10:15-a. m., July 6, 800 miles 
east of New York, both masts car- 
ried away. At 8 p. m. sighted 
Tuscarora with intention of being 
towed into port. Captain of Tus- 
carora strongly urged, owing to 
storm warnings, that it was im- 
prudent to stay on yacht and pre- 
vailed on us to come on board and 
have Rofa towed. Towed Rofa 
until 2:30 a. m., when she broke 
adrift and was lost.” 


The Rofa, 50 feet over all, sail2d 


under an unusual rig, which never 
before had been tested under sea 
conditions, and sailing men thought 
something had gone wrong in a 
blow and that she had probably 
lost her whole rig. However, no re- 
ports of bad weather in the path 
of the Rofa had been received. 

None of the four small boats 
carried radio sending sets and had 
to rely on steamers sighting them 
to report their safety. Those re- 
maining in the race are the Pinta, 
Nina and Mohawk. 


Large Yacht Becalmed, 
A wireless message to the Asso- 
ciated Press from. R. W. Johnson 
of Newark, N. J., master and own- 


er with his brother of the schoon>r 
Zodiac, one of the five entries in 
the race for the King Alfonso cup 
which got under way last Saturday, 
said his ship was becalmed. 

“Monday noon and 4 p. m. posi- 
tion,”” read the message, “latitude 
40:30 longitude 67.95. Very moder- 
ate air. We are teaching the crew 
to swim around the vessel.” 

The position given would place 
the Zodiac approximately 440 
miles southeast of New York, far 
behind her schedule if she would 
reach Spain in the 12 days her 
skipper had hoped to make the 
3055 miles passage to break the 
record of the Atlantic, another of 
the schooners entered in the race. 
The three other schooners in the 
larger class are the Guinevere, the 
Elena and the Azar. 

Lambert Apparent Leader. 

Gerard B. Lambert of St. Louis, 
owner of the record-holding yacht, 
Atlantic, in a wireless message to 
the Associated Press today,  re- 
ported favorable weather and a 
day’s run of 274 nautical miles. 

The message read:

STOCKHOLM, July 10.—The five 
survivors of the Italian dirigible 
Italia are ill with fever and. most 
of them show signs of partial in- 
sanity, according to word received 
from the Swedish rescue _ ship, 
Quest. today. Little hope is held 
for their immediate rescue. 
morale is low. 

Lieu& Einar-Paal Lundborg, who 
was marooned on ice near Foyne 
Island with them for 13 days, said 
his stay was terrifying. They had 
little food and what he got was 
rather unappetizing. They were 
reprovisioned before he Was res- 
cued, however. 

Lundborg said all the ‘survivors 
were suffering from fever and most 
of them showed signs of mental 
aberration. Giuseppe Biogi, radio 
operator, was suffering from fever 
for the last two days before Lund- 
borg was rescued but nevertheless 
he arose at least twice daily to op- 
erate the wireless. 

Since Lundborg was rescued last 
Friday there has been no- radio 
contact with the marooned men, 
advices from the Quest said. 

All Telegrams Censored. 

Other details coming from Spitz- 
bergen conflict with reports of the 
disaster sent out by Gen. Umberto 
Nobile. <All telegrams from _ the 
base ship Citta di Milano, where 
Nobile is, are being censored. No- 
body is allowed to telegraph in any 
language except Italian and _ all 
telegrams to Rome are controlled 
by Nobile himself. 

It was learned, however, that 
Nobile now says the radio was al! 
right from the first minute after

the dirigible crashed on May 20.. 


Nobody can explain how the Citta 
di Milano and other stations were 
unable to pick it up until June 9, 
when the base ship first announced 
that it had established communica- 
tion with the survivors. 

Stories of Disaster Conflict. 

Nobile’s statement about the un- 
expected fall of the dirigible and 
that the crew was not prepared, 
appeared to conflict with fact that 
there were 500 pounds of provisions 
in the navigating cabin for. six 
persons. This was held to indicate 
that measures had been take. for 
a forced landing, otherwise the 
stores would have been kept in the 
dirigible’s interior. 

Dr. inn Malmgren and the two 
men who started with Nobile 
afoot for land had 50 pounds of 
stores when they started May 30. 
They had no weapons and st was 
thought that they all perished. 

Hope for rescue of the marooned 
men appeared today to lie in the 
Russian ice breaker Krassin. This 
vessel found progress through the 
ice field slow and today was 25 
nautical miles away from the ma- 
rooned men.

Text of Flyer’s Message 
On Plight of Italia’s Crew

LONDON, July 10.—Graphic de- 
tails of the intense sufferings of 
the marooned survivors of the diri- 
gible Italia in their encampment on 
a drifting ice-floe north of Spitz- 
bergen were disclosed for the first 
time today by the Swedish aviator 
Lundborg, rescuer of Gen Nobile, 
in a copyrighted dispatch received 
by the Exchange Telegraph Co. 
Lundborg, who was himself ma- 
rooned on the ice floe for 13 days, 
now is aboard a Swedish relief ves- 
sel in Murchison Bay, Spitzbergen 
The dispatch came from the ship 
by radio. 

Lundborg related that Nobile 
cried like a baby when he was res- 
cued. He was in such a weakenei 
condition that it was necessary *'9 
carry him from the tent on the ice- 
floe to the rescue plane. 

Text of Message. 

‘The text of Lundborg’s message 
follows: | 

“I felt terrible that I had to leave 


Lieut. Viglieri and the four other 
men on the ice floe, but I only 


could take one man and the others 
insisted that I take their commanda- 
er. I promised them I would come 
back again. 

“When I reached the tent on tlie 
ice for the first time, I found it in 
an indescribably filthy condition 
All the men were dirty, ragged and 
with full-grown beards.

In the dirt and misery we were al!

ALBANY, N. Y., June 10.—Gov. 
Smith has promised that if elected 
President he will begin at once to 
formulate a legislative program 
for farm reiief. 

He gave this pledge in a mes- 
sage to Wililam H. Settle, presi- 
dent of the Indiana Farm Bureau 
Federation, who inquired in a 
telegram as to his positioni on the 
agricultural plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform. 

“As to agriculture,” Smith tele- 
graphed to Settle, “I stand square- 
ly on the pledges given by the 
Democratic party at Houston. I 
understand and sylmpathize with 
the objects which organized agri- 
culture is struggling to attain and 


which our party has promised to 
help them secure. 

“If the election returns disclose 
that I have been chosen President, 
I will not wait until I am inaug- 
urated before acting on this prob- 
lem. I will, immediately after the 
election, call a conference of lead- 
ers to commence at once and con- 
tinue work to assist me to develcp 
a concrete plan embodying the 
principles of the Hyuston platform 
so that I may transmit to Congress 
at its opening session a definite 
program accompanied by sugges- 
tions for the necessary legislation 
to make it effective.” 

The telegram from Settle, which 
brought forth the Governor's re- 
ply, follows. “The executive com- 
mittee of the Indiana Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, of which I am 
president, will meet in Indianapo- 
lis next Tuesday (July 10). Will 
you wire me at once your personal 
position on the agricultural plank 
in the Houston platform and state 
the procedure you will follow if 
you are elected President. The 
farmers are looking for assurances 
of relief from the economic ser- 
vitude in which they have been 
held for seven years.”

WALKER WARNS 
MOVIES TO KEEP 
OUT OF POLITICS 


In Hollywood Speech He 
Hints at Reprisals If Pro- 
ducers Ignore Admonition 
and ‘‘Guess Wrong.”

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., July 10.— 
Addressing the publicity men of the 
motion picture ‘tndustry, Mayor 
Walker of New York last night de- 
clared that he had been informed 
that the industry “had been deliv- 
ered into the camp of one of the 
major political parties.” 

The New York Mayor said that if 
the industry allowed its neutrality 
to be violated in the 1928 presiden- 
tial campaign, it must “expect the 
consequences of such partisanship 
if it guesses wrong.”

Several promunent mo- 
tion picture men are Republicans, 
They include Louis B. Mayer, who

Citizen Soldiers Begin 
Squad Drill at Barracks; 
1300 Enrolled at Camp 


Illinois Leads in Number of Students, While 
St. Louis Sends Few—Athletic 
Contests in Afternoon. 


Thirteen hundred citizen soldiers, 


most of them boys under 20, 
snapped out of regulation army 


tents.on the parade ground at Jef- 
ferson Barracks at 5:45 a. m. to- 
day, doused their sleepy eyes in 
tin basins and were ready for a 
month of-_brisk military training in 
the fifth citizens’ military training 
camp to be held at that post. 

There were the usual awkward 
squads of farmboys, high school 
students, office men and soda 
clerks from communities of  Illi- 
nois, Arkansas and Missouri, play- 
ing soldier for the first time, but 
fully half the unit had seen pre- 
vious service in summer camps 
and were ready to play corporal 
or sergeant to their inexperienced 
brethren. In fact, Uncle Sam’s ex- 
periment in selling his army to his 
citizen# has been so succesful that 
there were more “noncoms” than 
there were privates. 


Clocklike Enrollment. 


The enrollment yesterday moved 

with clockwork precision. Tents 
had been set up and equipped, and 
as the youths poured into camp, 
some in overalls and some in their 
Sunday best, they were hustled 
through the process of registration, 
medical examination and outfitting. 
Usually, after two hours of fol- 
lowing the ‘‘white line,’ the stu- 
dent issued from the last building, 
fully uniformed and _ equipped, 
ready to seek out his tent and wait 
for something to happen. 
' The big rush was over by 2 
o’clock when more than 1200 stu- 
had been “processed” into 
camp. A few stragglers came dur- 
ing the afternoon and a few more 
were expected today, bringing the 
number up to the full quota of 
1400. 

Althoug St. Louis: is in the 
Jefferson Barracks area, only a 
handful of students casne from this 
city. Illinois, with more than 800 
led the list; Ar- 
kansas was second with about 309, 
and Missouri was third with about 
200. A few came’from Nebraske, 
Iowa and Kansas, while one young 
man journeyed from Southern 
Michigan to take his training here. 

300 Walk to Camp. 

Perhaps one-third of the stu- 
dents came by rail. Many came by 
automobile and perhaps 300 boast- 
ed that they had hitch-hiked to 
camp, saving for spending money 
all of the Government's allowance 
of five cents a mile. 

During the first morning, heavy 
army trucks were in “‘bus”’ service 
between Union Station and _ the 
camp while each street car, unload- 
ed its quota of students at the Bar- 
racks. 

Many mothers and fathers ac- 
companied their sons to the enroll- 
ment tent and many availed them- 
selves of the invitation to stay for 
lunch and satisfy themselves that 
their boys were being well fed. One 
woman, Mrs. Joyce’ Kelly of 


Marion, Hil., brought her husband’ 


to the registration tent and checked 
him in. 

Dilapidated flivvers marked with 
facetious legends were parked 
about the parade ground, including 
the “Spirit of Pleasant Hills, 
(Kan.)” and the battered Ford 


chassis wtih an old buggy body 


which won a service stripe by its 
second. trip from the Arkansas hills. 


Chalk Line Shows Way. 
A blazing July sun, tempered 


occasionally by a cool breeze from 
the Mississipp!, poured on the 
heads of the recruits as they 
streamed into camp lugging heavy 
grips and suit cases, French horns, 
saxophones, banjos, tennis rackets 
and other accessories. Many came 
hatless and coatless to save extra 
burdens. 
they were placed in charge of cor- 
porals who marched them to their 
company “streets” where their bag- 
gage was parked while they went 
through the mill. 

A chalked line across. the pave- 
ments and lawns of the barracks 
led the students over a  deWious 
course through the “process.” At 
one building they were deprived of 
their civilian clothes, which were 
checked for the period of the 
camp, in other buildings they were 
examined by veteran medical of- 
ficers, required to open their 
mouths and say “Ah,” in the ac- 
cepted military fashion. Clad in 
army Siickers, they proceeded to 
a room where feet were measured 
with a vice-like instrument which 
took account of every bump and 
narrow heel; hips, chests and 
heads were measured and uniforms 
Which fitted were piled into their 
arms. i 

Mess—consisting of vast quan- 
tities of roast beef, tomatocs, let- 
tuce, mashed potatoes, beets, 
bread, butter and grape juice—was 
served in the big barracks dining 
hall. Col. Moor N. Falls, com- 
mandant of Jefferson Barracks. 
with Col. G. M. Miles, his reserve 
assistant at the camp, sat at a table 
outside with some of the citizen 
soldiery. 3 

Military Drill Daily. 


During the afternoon, the boys 
who had been mustered in lounged 
around their tents, familiarizing 


themeselves with their bunks ana 


their equipment, singing ‘You're 
in the army now, you're not be- 
hind the plow,” “All we do is sign 
the payroll,” and other military 
songs. Someone essayed ‘‘Mademeoli- 
selle from Armentieres,” on a 
ukelele but gave up. 

This morning there was a bit of 
elementary squads right and squads 
left, and the first thing scheduled 
for this afternoon was the oath of 
allegiance, which binds only: for 
the period of the camp. The stu- 
dents assume no pledxe of military 
service and are privileged, at the 
end of a four-year course, to enter 
the Reserve Officers Training 
Camp as second lieutenants 

The program calls for military 
drill each morning and _ames eac,, 
afternoon—baseball, basket  ba}l, 
tennis or tfack work—as the stu- 
dents choose. There will be dances 
twice a week, occasional picture 
shows and various entertainments 
by St. Louis organizations. Pp: ; 
from camp will be issued on Satur. 
day ‘afternoons and Sunciys and 
the barracks swimming pool and 
other facilities will be open to the 
students. Camp will close Aug. 7 
with a review before Col. Falls and 
Col. Miles.

The technical- charge will be 
“lack of clear sightedness.”” The 
prosecution will contend he should 
have known irregularities ren- 
dered possible in his court. This 


is the first time in many years} 


a French judge has been im- 
peached. 

Others Also to Face Charges. 

Seven attorneys, three process 
servers, and Judge Grenet’s clerk 
or registrar, will also be brought 
before the disciplinary court 
charged with irregulaities in facil- 
itating American divorces. The 
prosecution intends to ask penal- 
ties ranging from disbarment and 
dismissal to suspension. The dif- 
ficulty of proving actual corrup- 
tion will prevent criminal  pro- 
ceedings. | 

There is no question but 
the divorces obtained in Judge 
Grenet’s court are valid. On the 
surface the proceedings were en- 
tirely regular and French lawyers 
agree it would take a hard fight 
to upset any of the divorces. 

The divorcee ring appears’ to 
havey been composed of French 
divorce officials, some French at- 
torneys and. certain American 
lawyers. The Americans cannot 
be disciplined here, 

System Favored Americans. 

The ring slipped Americans 
through the mill with amazing 
speed, a few weeks or a month or 
two, while French petitioners 
waited for years. Silence and se- 
crecy was also provided for the 
American suits. One irregularity 
charged against process servers. is 
that they habitually neglected to 
verify the Paris domicile given by 
the divorce seekers or their law- 
yers. In a number of cases the 
same address was given. It was 
often only a cheap room ‘hired 
for the occasion and in which pe- 
titioner never lived. 

One coincidence brought out by 
the investigation was that when 
Judge Grenet presided over the 
Second section of the Third trib- 
unal, most American divorce cases 
came before him, but when he was 
transferred to the First section. 
the American divorces followed. 
Last year 142 of the 167 Ameri- 
cans to obtain Paris divorces got 
them from Judge Grenet.

OUD encomiums of the tariff will form 

the main part of Herbert Hoover's cam- 
paign if the candidate follows the lead.of 
his manager. Dr. Hubert Work, chairman 
of the Republican National Committee, de- 
clares in Chicago that the campaign “will 
be waged on the protective tariff and iis 
benefits.” He knows, presumably, what 
Mr. Hoover intends to do. 

He has failed to take into account the 
fact that the Democratic rlatform does not 
make the tariff itself an issue. That plat- 
form does not raise the question of the 
merits of the tariff system. In fact. it pro- 
poses a tariff policy designed to maintain 
high wages. It attacks those tariff pro- 
visions that have been condemned as spe- 
cial favors granted for the payment. of 
political debts; it proposes restoring the ef- 
fectiveness of the tong-stalled Tariff Com- 
mission: it urges the adjustment of tariff 
rates to the actual differences of produc- 
tion costs in the respective countries af- 
fected: it. would distribute tariff benefits 
among the many, as against the favored 
few, and particularly as against tariff-fed 
monopolies. But these proposals have to 
do with the manner of administration of 
the tariff and not with its principle. 

A defense of the tariff principle, {if put 
forward. by Mr. Hoover. will, in fact. merely 
cut thin air. f he means to defend the 
manner which the tariff has been ad- 
ministered of iate, he will have a large 
subject to deal with, but one which he 
must make explanations, rather than point 
with pride to the record. 

In any case, he will do well to deal with 
one recent tariff development. The De- 
partment of Commerce last month issued 
estimates of the 1327 reports of the chief 
States, as compared with the correspond- 
ing totals for 1926. A number of the great 
agricultural Stat¢s. accofding to the es- 
timates of Mr. Hoover's own Department, 
showed declines itn the export totals. Mis- 
sourl. for example, abroad $4,000,009 
less than in 1526; exports of Illinois 
deciined by some $5.800.000. The farmers 
naturally want to know what can be said 
for tariff arrangements that permit of 
such declines in the exports of their states.

THE SETTLEMENT OF DIFFLRENCES.

Rk. WORK, the new Chairman of the Na- 

tional Republican Committee, seems to 
feel pretty sure he knows all about the 
presidential campaign, and he is not back- 
ward in confiding to the country what he 
feels so sure he knows. Hoover, Dr. Work 
announces, will win, and the protective tar- 
iff. not prohibition, wil] be the tssue. 

“This campaig says the Doctor, “will 
be waged on the protective tariff and its 
benefits. The voters will ballot to protect 
he American payroll, which is the greatest 
in the world. The protective tariff will 
protect the wages of the American working 
man in the mines, mills and fields. He 
then will have money to buy the farm 
products.” 

Apparently Dr. Work’s remedy for “farm 
relief’ is the protective tariff, which will 
furnish the working man money with which 
to buy the farmer’s products. But the 
Doctor doesn’t pause to explain why that 
has not already relieved the farmer. We 
have had the present highest of protec- 
tive tariffs almost ever since the return 
of the Republicans to power, but the farm- 
er does no m to be aware he has been 
relieved. 

Nor is {t apparent fust how Chairman 
Work arrives at his dictum that the pro- 
tective tariff is to be the issue of the cam- 
paign. The Democrats at Houston certainly 
did not take it upon themselves to oppose 
@ protective tariff. On the contrary, they 
adopted the old Republican doctrine that 
“actual difference between the cost of pro-. 
duction at home and abroad, with adequate 
safeguard the wage of the American 
laborer, must be the extreme measure of 
every tariff rate.” 

There is no Democratic revenue tariff 
there, nor {in the whole Houston tariff 
plank. If there is no political party advo- 
cating a Democratic revenue tariff and op- 
posing a protective tariff. it is not exactly 
clear how Dr. Work sees the protective tar- 
iff as the issue of the campaign. He must 
have much better eyes, or giasses, than 
have revenue tariff Democrats. a few of 
whom, notwithstanding the Houston plat- 
form, are still left in the country. 

But having attributed prosperity and 
good wages to the protective tariff and 
declared that tariff. not prohibition, is the 
issue of the campaign.
